while the poison is taking effect. The 
only refuge from the frenzied creature 
is the smoke of a fire, and, when It is 
sufficiently enraged, even that will not 
stop it. The hest chance lies In keep­ 
ing it so harried that it does not 
know whom to attack ; once it decides 
on a particular native, the native is 
as good as dead. 
When the poison begins to work, 
after un animal has been wounded, 
the natives end the fight with knives. 
The possibility of an orang-outang is 
a danger that all the men must be 
prepared lo face, and the duty of 
engaging in an orang-outang hunt Is 
no less important titan that of making 
war.—diaries Mayer in Asia.
